Improper Filing Date Recorded 

A Notice of Omitted Item(s) in a Nonprovisional Application was mailed to the 
applicants on 27 Feburary 2004. 

The Notice of Omitted Items indicates the application was assigned a filing date of 2 
October 2003. However, the application was deposited with the United States Post Office 
utilizing proper Express Mail procedures on 1 October 2003 (copy of Express Mail receipt 
showing date of deposit is enclosed). The applicants request that the present application be 
given a filing date of 1 October 2003. 

In the Drawings 

The specification as filed claims priority from Korean Patent Application No. 2002- 
79083. In the present application, Korean Patent Application No. 2002-79083 was 
incorporated by reference in its entirety. A certified copy of Korean Patent Application No. 
2002-79083 is enclosed as the priority document for this application. 

According to MPEP 608.01 (p)(I)(A), nonessential subject matter is subject matter 
referred to for purposes of indicating the background of the invention or illustrating the state 
of the art. On the other hand, essential material is defined as that which, among other things, 
is necessary to describe the claimed invention. See, e.g., MPEP 608.01 (p)(I)(A). 

In any application which is to issue as a U.S. patent, essential material may not be 
incorporated by reference to applications published by foreign coxmtries. See, e.g., MPEP 
608.0 l(p)(I)(A); emphasis added. 

However, the filing date of any application wherein essential material is improperly 
incorporated by reference to a foreign application will not be affected because of the 
reference. See, e.g., MPEP 608.0 l(p)(I)(A)(2); emphasis added. In such a case, the applicant 
will be required to amend the specification to include the material incorporated by reference. 
See, e.g., MPEP 608.0 l(p)(I)(A)(2); emphasis added. 

The present application is based upon a translation of Korean Patent Application No. 
2002-79083, which contains FIGS, 1, 2, 3, 4a, 4b, 5, and 6. In the present application, it is 
seen that FIGS. 1, 2, 3, 4A, 4B, and 5 correspond to FIGS. 1, 2, 3, 4a, 4b, and 5 of Korean 
Application No. 2002-79083, respectively. The specification of the present application 
makes extensive reference to a FIG. 6 to describe the claimed invention. The translation of 
FIG. 6 fi-om Korean Application No. 2002-79083 was mistakenly omitted when the present 
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application was filed. However, FIG. 6 of Korean Application No. 2002-79083 was 
improperly incorporated by reference in the present application. 

Therefore, according to the requirements of MPEP 608.0 l(p)(I)(A)(2) discussed 
above, the applicants submit for entry a translation of Figure 6 from Korean Patent 
Application No. 2002-79083. According to MPEP 608.0 l(p)(I)(A)(2), this amendment does 
not affect the filing date of the application. The declaration required by MPEP
